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1959 AAHPER Convention 


Portland, Oregon, March 29-April 2, 1959 


AAHPER members from every 
part of the country congregated in 
Portland, Oregon, last spring for 
professional meetings which will 
help shape our programs of health, 
physical education, and recreation 
in future years. Those who attended 
the convention, representing the 
many members in their communities 
and states, learned about new pro- 


grams and techniques, were chal- 
lenged by changing philosophies, 
and discovered new teaching aids, 
which they could take back home 
with them to share with their col- 
leagues. Nine’ general sessions 
brought all delegates together for 
inspirational and social occasions; 
and the business meeting of the Rep- 
resentative Assembly set program 


directions and selected leaders for 
the coming year. For their specific 
needs and interests, AAHPER mem- 
bers could attend more than 100 
division, sectional, and committee 
meetings. Presented here are brief 
summaries of the main points dis- 
cussed in these sessions which play 
such a vital role in the progress of 
our profession. 





General Sessions 





Outstanding leaders from three 
different areas of American society 
viewed our profession in the evening 
general sessions. An educator, a pub- 
lic relations expert, and a business- 
man offered provocative addresses, 
from which excerpts appear here. 


“Why Education Changes” 


Edueation changes because prob- 
lems confronting mankind change, 
Herold C. Hunt, Eliot professor of 
education, Harvard University, told 
delegates at the Opening General 
Session of the 74th Annual Conven- 
tion of the American Association for 
Health, Physical Education, and 
Recreation. A look into the year 
2,000, gives indication of significant 
changes, Dr. Hunt declared, and he 
discussed the responsibility and ob- 
ligation of providing an education 
to meet the challenge of the coming 
century. People must believe in ed- 
ucation, encourage, and support it. 

Such a belief in education he 
found everywhere in the Soviet Un- 
ion. ‘‘In the U.S.S.R.’’ Hunt de- 
clared, ‘‘there is no question about 
the commitment to education. In 
less than half a century education 
has changed the Soviets from 80 per- 
cent illiterate to almost 80 percent 
literate. From 10 percent to 15 per- 
cent of the Soviet national income is 
channeled into education which is 
free for an individual up to the age 
of 45. Through education, the 
U.S.S.R. has advanced itself eco- 
nomically in the last quarter of a 
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century from sixteenth to sixth place 
in the production and distribution 
of world goods. Today the U.S.S8.R. 
aims for first place in world markets 
in the next ten years.”’ 

Dr. Hunt stated that the United 
States and the Russian systems of 
education cannot be compared but 
he urged that ‘‘we must never be- 
come complacent and must constant- 
ly undergird our position by renew- 
ed allegiance to the principles that 
have brought greatness to us as a 
people and a nation.’’ Citing the 
Mayflower Compact, the Declaration 
of Independence, the Federal Con- 
stitution, state papers, and our na- 
tional anthem as the source of our 
national ideals, Hunt listed the im- 
portance of human personality, 
equality of opportunity, equality 
before the law, government ‘‘of, for 
and by the people,’’ universal free 
education, and a concept of govern- 
ment under God as those principles 
for which we stand. ‘‘Circumstances 
of today call for a reaffirmation of 
faith in these ideals. The story of 
the great heritage we enjoy must be 
taught anew to each generation... . 
Nowhere are the schools as good as 
they should be, and passive accept- 
ance is not enough to assure con- 
tinued progress. .. . Everywhere our 
schools need rejuvenating and re- 
vitalizing if the total health of our 
nation in its broadest aspect is to be 
realized. Our ultimate potential is 
unlimited,’’ the speaker stated in 
conclusion. 


“The Art of Salesmanship” 


‘“The Art of Salesmanship’’ was 
the topic of the captivating address 
presented by Charles F. Hood, pub- 
lic relations expert for Standard Oil 
Company. In discussing “‘You and 
Suecess,’’ Hood stated that each in- 
dividual uses a different yardstick 
in measuring success. A _ person 
measures his success by the ambi- 
tions and goals he has set for him- 
self, and therefore each person has 
a different answer to the simple 
question, ‘‘ What Is Success?’ 

Hood emphasized that good hu- 
ian relations play an important 
part in getting what we want out 
of life. The big challenge in leader- 
ship, he declared, is ‘‘to get people 
to do willingly what you want them 
to do.’’ In public relations, Hood 
commented, ‘‘you have to know con- 


stantly what people think, what 
they believe, what they think of 
you.’’ Hood offered his audience 


seven keys on human relations that 
would unlock the door to success. 
These are: 


Be bold enough to dream. As a result of 
creative thinking, inventions have been 
made, improved products have materialized, 
progress has resulted. 

Be wise enough to weight and decide. 
Judicial thinking is required by the leaders 
in professional associations, industry, edu- 
cation. 

Be alert to the opinions of others, Chil- 
dren, youth, adults, people in twilight years 
—all think, all have opinions. Alertness to 
opinions is of great importance in public 
relations. 
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Be quick to get in step with people. 
Recognition of other people’s desires, in- 
terest in companionship, need for apprecia- 
tion are important factors in human rela- 
tionships. 

Be able to express yourself. If people 
are te buy products or services, the sales- 
person must be able to translate his ideas 
and thoughts into written or oral words. 
Ability to express ideas is as important as 
that of creating ideas. 

Be careful of what you say and how you 
say it. Too often people talk to impress 
rather than to express their ideas and 
their personality. 

Be big enough to acquire humility. It 
takes a humble man and a brave man to 
walk away from an argument. 


Hood concluded his address by re- 
ferring to Lord Halifax’s comment 
that success and failure are habits. 
A successful person never doubts; 
he will never accept a failure. As 
the music is not in the instrument 
but in the mind, so that which our 
members represent is not our asso- 
ciation but that which is within each 
individual in the association. The 
type of contribution and quality of 
success will be determined by each 
of the association members. 


“Fitness for the Space Age” 


In his address, ‘‘Fitness for the 


Space Age,’’ Homer C. Wadsworth, - 


chairman of the President’s Citi- 
zens Advisory Committee on Youth 
Fitness, stated, ‘‘The President’s 
Council and its Citizens Advisory 
Committee are most gratified by the 
vigorous leadership being demon- 
strated by AAHPER on behalf of 
youth fitness. Operation Fitness— 
U.S.A. is recognized as a suitable 
and potentially most useful response 
to the challenge issued by President 
Eisenhower in his Executive Order 
of July 16, 1956. The President’s 
Council will give every possible as- 
sistance to AAHPER in the devel- 
opment of all aspects of this pro- 
gram.”’ 

In his remarks about the com- 
munity school and its potential sig- 
nificance, Wadsworth commented 
that all over America the public 
school has fallen heir to an increas- 
ing burden of special services be- 
cause it is more suited to serve these 
needs than any other institution ; on 
the other hand, it is the common 
possession of all citizens. He point- 
ed out that it may be expected that 
the publie school will operate in the 
future on a continuous basis, day 
and night, six days per week, and 
that a special staff will assume the 
direction of after-school and evening 
activities. The school is the center 
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NEW PREAMBLE AND AIMS 
FOR AAHPER CONSTITUTION 


A committee has worked for sev- 
eral years on a restatement of the 
objectives of our Association. The 
revised versions below were ap- 
proved by the Representative <As- 
sembly at the Portland Convention. 


Preamble 

The general welfare of the indi- 
vidual is the first concern of a dem- 
ocratie society. Health and educa- 
tion become important, therefore, to 
any organization devoted to serving 
his needs. Within the vast context 
of organized social, educational, and 
welfare services the individual must 
be given the opportunity to appre- 
ciate the heritage of science as it 
bears upon health and to enjoy the 
leisure pursuits which are culturally 
so significant. The opportunity to 
achieve a measure of self-realization 
through participation in an array 
of sports, games, dance, and other 
activities which are developmentally 
so important must be provided. 

To promoting the organization of 
school, community, and national pro- 
orams of health education, physical 
education, and recreation which will 
embody such opportunities and 
which will ensure the inclusion of 
such programs within the best phil- 
osophical and social context of 
American life, the American Asso- 
ciation for Health, Physical Educa- 
tion, and Recreation is dedicated. 


Aims 

The aims of the Association shall 
be: 

a. To support, encourage, and 
provide guidance for personnel 
throughout the nation as they seek 
to develop. and conduct school and 
community programs in health edu- 
cation, physical education, and ree- 


reation based upon the needs, inter- 
ests, and inherent capacities of the 
individual and of the society of 
which he is a part. 

b. To facilitate co-operation 
among the fields to their ultimate 
and mutual prosperity. 

c. To improve the effectiveness 
of health education, physical educa- 
tion, and recreation in the promo- 
tion of human welfare. 

d. To increase public understand- 
ing and appreciation of the impor- 
tance and value of the fields as they 
each and jointly contribute to hu. 
man welfare. 

e. To encourage and facilitate 
research which will enrich the 
depth and scope of each of the re- 
lated fields and to disseminate the 
findings widely throughout the pro- 
fession. 

f. To further the continuous eval- 
uation of professional standards for 
personnel and programs. 

g. To hold such national conven- 
tions and to sponsor such confer- 
ences, institutes, and other meetings 
as will make effective the work of 
the organization, and to co-ordinate 
and support the activities of such 
local, state, and district organiza- 
tions as may be integral parts of or 
affiliated with this national organ- 
ization. 

h. To produce and distribute 
such publications as will be of as- 
sistance to professional personnel in 
the furtherance of their work. 

i. To co-operate with other pro- 
fessional groups of similar interests 
for the ultimate development of 
these allied fields. 

j. To conduct such other activi- 
ties as shall be approved by the 
3oard of Directors and Representa- 
tive Assembly of the Association. 





from which can spring opportunities 
unbounded for all. 

Wadsworth presented a challenge 
to professional groups for co-oper- 
ative effort. ‘‘The only sound ap- 
proach to improvement of youth 
services is that of seeking co-oper- 
ative effort on the part of skilled 
people in the related specialties of 
medicine and public health, educa- 
tion, and the social and psychologi- 
eal sciences. Knowledge is the key 


to suecess, and knowledge is the 
fruit of research and of systematic 
effort to test ideas experimentally.”’ 

The speaker concluded his address 
by stating that youth problems are 
stubborn and difficult. Every stu- 
dent of social pathology and of be- 
havior disorders is aware of this. 
Every teacher and every recreation 
leader must be aware of it, as well, 
and must perform his service in its 
full light. 
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Actions of the Board of Directors 


and Representative Assembly 





The Board of Directors, in its 
business meetings held March 25-27, 
29 and April 2, 1959, heard reports 
from all AAHPER committees, dis- 
tricts, and divisions. The Board 
took the following major actions of 
importance to all AAHPER mem- 
bers. 


Pattric Ruth O'Keefe Memorial. Con- 
sideration was given to establishing 
an appropriate memorial in honor 
of the late President O’Keefe, who 
died just three weeks before the 
Portland Convention which she 
helped plan. A committee was ap- 
pointed to study the various possi- 
bilities. 


Financial Assistance for Districts. A 
committee has been studying the fi- 
nancial problems of the districts, 
which the AAHPER has attempted 
to ease in the past by prorating one- 
half the net income from national 
conventions to the districts. Since 
this income varies greatly, districts 
could not budget a fixed amount. 
The Board of Directors approved the 
following new plan for dividing the 
convention income. 


Where net income exceeds $10,000, one- 
half goes to national and the other half is 
distributed to Districts. Each District gets 
#100 for each $1000 to be divided and the 
remaining amount is prorated to each Dis- 
trict based on the percentage of national 
members that reside in that District. 

When net income exceeds $5000 but is 
less than $10,000, the first $5000 is divid 
ed among Districts using the above for- 
mula. Balanee of money stays with na 
tional. 

When net income is less than $5000, 
AAHPER adds the difference from the 
operating budget so that $5000 ean be di 
vided among the Districts using the regu- 
lar formula outlined above. 


Elicker Citation. Paul E. Elicker, ex- 
ecutive secretary, National Asso- 
ciation of Secondary School Prin- 
cipals, and a staunch supporter of 
AAHPER, will retire soon. The 
Board recommended that the Asso- 
ciation present him a citation. 


Recreation. The Board approved two 
conferences for the Recreation Divi- 
sion, a National Conference on 
School Recreation, and a small meet- 
ing of selected psychiatrists and rec- 
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reational therapists to explore the 
relationships of recreation and men- 
tal health. A tentative School Ree- 
reation Section was approved. 


Insurance Program. The Board stud- 
ied several plans for providing per- 
sonal protection to individual mem- 
bers at favorable group rates, for 
life insurance, accidental death and 
dismemberment, liability, and in- 
come protection. Approval was giv- 
en to move ahead with an insurance 
program for AAHPER members; 
any final plans -were to be reviewed 
by the Board before being put into 
operation. 


Safety Education. A national confer- 
ence on safety and driver education, 
to be sponsored by AAHPER, was 
approved. 


McKenzie Lecture. The American 
Academy of Physical Education re- 
stated its interest in providing the 
annual convention with a speaker in 
memory of. R. Tait McKenzie, one 
of its founders. The Board recom- 
mended that the Physical Education 
Division be authorized to accept the 
support from the Academy to spon- 
sor a speaker for the 1960 Division 
program, suggesting that the lecture 
might be rotated among all the divi- 
sions in the future. 


Other Action. Many new projects for 
the Association were approved by 
the Board and delegated to specific 
committees for study or implemen- 
tation. These new committees are 
marked with an asterisk in the list- 
ings on pages 88-94. 

Constitutional changes and other 
matters approved by the Board of 
Directors are reported below, since 
they required approval by the Rep- 
resentative Assembly before becom- 
ing official. 


Constitutional Changes. The follow- 
ing changes in the Constitution, 
previously approved by the Board 
of Directors, were approved by the 
181 official delegates to the Repre- 
sentative Assembly meeting on Tues- 
day, March 31, 1959. 


1. ‘‘In case of death or resignation 
of the immediate past president, the 
president shall request, in sequence 
of recency, a past president to carry 
out the duties of the office.’’ (Article 
IV, Section 3, of the Bylaws) 

2. ‘“‘The District Representatives 
shall serve for three years, two being 
elected each year, and shall assume 
office on July 15 following election.”’ 
(Article IIT, Section 1, of the By- 
laws) 

3. ‘“‘States may request a transfer 
from one district to another and dis- 
tricts may request division into two 
or more districts.’’ (Article VII, 
Section 1, of the Bylaws) 

4. A Safety and Driver Education 
Division, with appropriate sections, 
was created. The president was au- 
thorized to appoint from the mem- 
bership a vice-president, a vice-pres- 
ident-elect, and section officers. The 
vice-president was designated a 
member of the Board of Directors 
and the Division allotted 12 repre- 
sentatives in the Assembly. (See 
JOHPER, September 1959, p. 38-39 
for further details about the new 
Safety and Driver Education Divi- 
sion. ) 

5. Changes in the types of member- 
ships in AAHPER were approved 
as follows: the term ‘‘regular mem- 
ber’’ was changed to ‘‘ professional 
member’’; the term ‘‘professional 
member’’ was changed to ‘‘fellow’’; 
the word ‘‘honor’’ was added to the 
‘‘Fellows of the Association.’’ No 
change was made in the amount of 
dues. (See membership blank on 
page 64.) 

6. The following Standing Commit- 
tees were discontinued: Facilities 
(work to be absorbed by the Stand- 
ards Committees), Vocational Guid- 
ance and Yearbook Policies (respon- 
sibility. to rest with the divisions), 
and: Resolutions (responsibility for 
preparing and recommending reso- 
lutions will be assumed by the Board 
of Directors). 

7. The title of the vice-president of 
each division was changed to read 
‘vice-president of AAHPER and 
chairman of the respective division.”’ 
9. A revision of the Preamble to the 
AAHPER Constitution and of Ar- 
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ticle Il, Aims, was approved. (The 
revised versions are on page 66.) 


New Officers. The following new 
Association officers were elected: 
Minnie L. Lynn, University of Pitts- 
burgh, president-elect ; Elena Sliep- 
cevich, Ohio State University, vice- 
president-elect, Health Education 
Division; Ben W. Miller, University 
of Southern California, vice-presi- 
dent-elect, Physical Education Divi- 
sion; Maryhelen Vannier, Southern 
Methodist University, vice-president- 


elect, Recreation Division; Anne 
Finlayson, Kalamazoo, Michigan, 


Public Schools, vice-president-elect, 
Division for Girls and Women’s 
Sports; James W. Long, University 
of Toledo, vice-president-elect, Divi- 
sion for Men’s Athletics. President 
Arthur A. Esslinger, in keeping with 
the Constitution, appointed A. E. 
Florio to serve as vice-president of 
the new Safety and Driver Educa- 
tion Division and Bernard I. Loft 
to serve as vice-president-elect. 


New Affiliate. John Haniford, Pur- 
due University, accepted a certifi- 
cate ef affiliation on behalf of the 
National Intramural Association, 
which became an affiliate of 
AAHPER “in 1959 through a mail 
vote of the Representative Assembly. 


Other Action. Other mail votes taken 
during the year approved the fol- 
lowing actions: The Junior High 
School Section, the Adapted Physi- 
cal Education Section, and the His- 
tory and Philosophy Section were 
given permanent status within the 
Physical Edueation Division. The

Since the Portland Convention the 
following three developments have 
been officially cleared : 

1. The establishment of a perma- 
nent Fitness Section within the Gen- 
eral Division of AAHPER. 

2. The establishment of the new 
Standing Committee to Constantly 
Re-examine the Structure and Fune- 
tions of the AAHPER. 

3. Approval of the suggested 
yearbook outline of the Committee 
to Investigate the Desirability of and 
Prepare a Suggested Outline and 
Plan of Action for a Yearbook for 
Secondary School Youth. A Year- 
book Commission was appointed. 


Resolutions. The following resolu- 
tions presented by the Resolutions 
Committee and approved by the 
Board of Directors were approved 
by the Representative Assembly.

Legislation 


AAHPER commends the Congress 
of the United States for recognizing 
some of the special needs of educa- 
tion when it passed the National De- 
fense Edueation Act. It likewise 
commends the U. 8. Office of Edu- 
cation for its efforts to translate this 
new law into workable educational 
programs. 

At the same time, the Association 
believes that the interests of all edu- 
cation will best be served by federal 
programs directed to the fundamen- 
tal problem of educational finanee— 
paying for the schools and teach- 
ers we need to assure American 
children and youth not merely an 
adequate education, but education 
of high quality. For this reason, the 
AAHPER urges Congress to act 
favorably on S. 2 and HR. 22, the 
Murray-Metealf bills to provide fed- 
eral financial support for school 
construction and teachers’ salaries. 
It further urges its own members, 
both as individuals and through 
their local, state, and district associ- 
ations, to help secure professional 
and public support of these bills.

GENERAL SESSION 


The Health Education Division 
featured Ralph W. Tyler, director 
of the Center for Advanced Study 
in the Behavioral Sciences, Stan- 
ford University, as the principal 
speaker for the General Session. His 
address, entitled ‘‘ Health Education 
Implications from the Behavioral 
Sciences,’’ proved to be interesting 
and thought provoking. He ealled 
attention to several major points 
which he believed essential to effee- 
tive health education, such as the 
importance of values, motivation, 
social groups, and the proper condi- 
tions for learning. (An article based

DIVISION LUNCHEON 

Nicholas Rose, psychologist from 
Wadsworth General Hospital and 
the University of California, gave 
the division luncheon speech en- 
titled, ‘‘Improving Health Educa- 
tion Communications.’’ Dr. Rose 
not only proved to be a most enter- 





taining speaker but was able to 
demonstrate effectively that the 
‘‘communicator’’ or teacher must 
appreciate that many auditory sym- 
bols are vying for the attention of 
the ‘‘receiver’’ or student. The 
very word selection of the teacher 
may cause the student to take a 
mental excursion which prevents the 
teacher from communicating his in- 
tended idea. 


SECTION MEETINGS 


The College Health Education Sec- 
tion utilized the services of a student 
panel to react to June Hackett’s pa- 
per, ‘‘Is a Course in College Health 
Edueation Necessary ?’’ Course con- 
tent, the possibility of agreement on 
certain areas, and the need for indi- 
vidualization were discussed. The 
student panel also considered the 
strengths and weaknesses of the 
course in health education. Sugges-

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tions were made to particularize the 
course, but there was no central 
agreement on areas to be taught. 


The Safety Education Section pre- 
sented a forum on various aspects 
of safety. Wayne Hughes proposed 
a plan for action in regard to acci- 
dent prevention in the areas of 
health, physical education, and 
recreation. A. E. ‘‘Joe’’ Florio dis- 
eussed organizing for safety factors 
in the college physical education 
program (see p. 19). Wesley M. 
Staton emphasized the importance 
of sound health practices as they 
concern sports injuries. King Me- 
Cristal read a paper prepared by 
Randolph Webster on ‘‘ Utilization 
of Mass Media Techniques and Spe- 
cial Events as a Means of Motivating 
Safety in Physical Education and 
Athletics.”’ The Safety Education 
Section unanimously recommended 
to the Representative Assembly that 
a new Division of Safety and Driver 
Education be created with appro- 
priate officers and sections. 


The Community Health Education 


Section developed the topic ‘‘An- . 


swering the Crities on School 
Health’’ through a panel discussion 
moderated by Zollie Maynard. Panel 
members representing the schools 
were Angelo Giaudrone, superin- 
tendent of schools, Tacoma, Wash- 
ington; Roy Foster, associate pro- 
fessor of health and physical educa- 
tion, Oregon State College; Gwen 
Craft, health instructor, South 
Salem High School, Salem, Oregon. 
Representing the voluntary health 
agencies were Charlotte Leach, Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association, and 
Dorothy Belcher, Washington State 
Health Association. 

The discussion highlighted the 
mutual benefits to be obtained 
through co-ordination and co-opera- 
tion. Inservice training programs 
could aid voluntary agencies in de- 
scribing programs and preparing 
Suggestions for use of materials. 
Teachers were urged to make full 
use of resource people. Suggestions 
from the conference ‘‘ Improving 
School Health through Interagency 
Cooperation’’ concerning the way 13 
national organizations planned ways 
to improve the health of the school 
child were discussed. 


The Dental Health Education Sec- 
tion utilized the services of an ele- 
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mentary school teacher, Valborg 
Fisher, Kingston School,-Bend, Ore- 
gon; a public health nurse, Mary 
Stanford; two dentists, Dr. David 
M. Witter and Dr. Robert L. Bris- 
tol; and two pupils to describe how 
a dental health education program 
was initiated and carried out in two 
schools. Some of the basic principles 
of planning a health education pro- 
gram were demonstrated, i.¢., pre- 
senting the existence of a problem; 
developing interest; involving par- 
ents, teachers, and the health profes- 
sions; and enlisting community co- 
operation. Evaluation of this pro- 
gram was clearly detailed, illustrat- 
ing how health problems can be 
solved through co-operative plan- 
ning and execution. 


The Secondary School Health Edu- 
cation Section heard an address by 
Robert Russell, assistant professor 
of health education, Stanford Uni- 
versity, on ‘‘Health Education Im- 
plications for the Space Age.’’ He 
pointed out that the health educa- 
tor should be thoroughly grounded 
in the social sciences as well as bio- 
logical sciences and should approach 
health education through behaviors 
and values. New techniques such as 
television and revolutions in time 
allotments, class sizes, and constitu- 
ents will alter health teaching. 

A panel composed of Don Beegle, 
Oregon Tuberculosis Association; 
Mrs. Greba Logan, Portland Public 
Schools; Mrs. J. Robert Lee, Wom- 
en’s Auxiliary of the State Medical 
Society ; Frances McGile, supervisor 
of guidance, Portland Public 
Schools; and Joseph Adams, Oregon 
University Medical School, discussed 
the program of the Oregon Health 
Careers Committee, describing a sur- 
vey, plan of career tours, and state- 
wide expansion. 

Sara Louise Smith reported on 
the recommendations of the Nation- 
al Conference on Fitness of Second- 
ary School Youth and its implica- 
tions for programs in health edu- 
cation. 


The , School and College Health 
Services Section heard C. L. Ander- 
son of Oregon State College present 
‘‘Health Guidance in Secondary 
Schools.’’ Panel members Mary L. 
Deeney, Leslie Junior High School, 
Salem; Noral Hall, Tacoma Public 
Schools; Ina Lundh, Long Beach 
City College, California; and H. E. 


Peterson, Chico State College, Cali- 
fornia, then discussed ways of im- 
plementing the specific guidance 
responsibilities with which secondary 
school health educators should be 
concerned. The ensuing discussion 
involved both the viewpoints of 
panel members and the reactions of 
the audience. It was emphasized 
that the health educator has many 
opportunities to participate in the 
total guidance of pupils through di- 
rect referral and as a resource per- 
son aiding the classroom teacher. 


The School Lunch Section devel- 
oped the topie ‘‘School Lunch Pro- 
gram—Its Role in Health Education 
and Physical Fitness,’’ through a 
panel discussion. Moderator was 
Hester B. Bland, Indiana Depart- 
ment of Health, and panel members 
were Miriam Schall, dean of the 
School of Home Economies, Oregon 
State College; Janet Butterworth, 
state supervisor of the Oregon 
school lunch program; Emma Was- 
son, Salem school lunch supervisor ; 
and Florence Scott, nutrition con- 
sultant of the Oregon Board of 
Health. They emphasized that the 
school lunch is a part of the educa- 
tional program. Trained supervisors 
are utilized to assist administrators 
and teachers to integrate the pro- 
gram into such learning areas as 
safety, nutrition, science, and lan- 
guage arts. Needed are workshops 
in health and nutrition for inservice 
teacher-training and programs in- 
volving the parents. 


The Elementary School Health Sec- 
tion centered its program on a paper 
devoted to evaluation of the ele- 
mentary school health program by 
C. L. Anderson of Oregon State 
College. Included in his paper was 
an evaluative rating scale. A panel 
of health educators, Edward B. 
Johns, University of California, Los 
Angeles; Wesley M. Staton, Colo- 
rado State College; John H. Shaw, 
Syracuse University; and Elena 
Sliepeevich, Ohio State University, 
reacted to the paper. While there 
were differences of opinion among 
the panelists, it was agreed that out- 
comes of the program are measured 
in terms of health knowledge, health 
attitudes. and improved health be- 
havior. Evaluation is a continuous, 
co-operative project which serves as 
a motivational and stimulating de- 
vice. 
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DIVISION MEETING 

Richard Neuberger, junior U. 8S. 
Senator from Oregon, expressed a 
concern for the health of young 
Americans, their need for indoor and 
outdoor education, and personal par- 
ticipation in athletics and _ recrea- 
tional activities... The Senator re- 
lated his efforts to secure legislation 
to set aside lands for recreation ; out- 
door living space is needed as well 
as education in the proper use of 
our natural resources. As a nation, 
we are not living up to the charge 
we have for health education and 
service. Our potentialities and stand- 
ard of living have not produced the 
health that is possible. Speaking of 
his own experience with cancer, 
from which he was convalescing, he 
reported that less money is being 
spent for research in cancer than is 
spent for lipstick or chewing gum. 
He also expressed concern that to- 
bacco advertising, geared to young 
people by the use of glamour and 
sex in advertising, has a much more 
noticeable effect upon the public 
than the cancer information issued 
by the U. S. Public Health Service. 

Celeste Ulrich, Woman’s College, 
University of North Carolina, de- 
scribed the tensions and troubles of 
our times and the resultant toll in 
stress on humans. She spoke of the 
Cannon theory of homeostasis and 
the stress theory of Dr. Hans Selye, 
a Canadian physiologist. Exercise is 
one of the physical stresses which 
have the power to destroy the ho- 
meostatice level of the body. As the 
body is subject to stresses, it funda- 
mentally meets and resolves (or does 
not resolve) them in a purely physi- 
ological way. 

Physical educators are also con- 
eerned with behavioral reaction in 
terms of performance. Psychic over- 
tones present in the environment in 
which an activity takes place pro- 
vide stressor agents which can affect 
performance. Although exercises can 
cause stress, moyement in and of it- 
self has the ability to alleviate some 
of the products of stress. 

Thomas H. Holmes, M.D., Univer- 
sity of Washington, speaking on 
‘*Physical Edueation and Youth 
Culture,’’ discussed the psychologi- 
eal and sociological faetors which 
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contribute to health. Factors which 
influence performance in America 
are group relationship, social class, 
ethnie associations, sex, biological 
endowment, and disease. 


The Junior High School Physical 
Education Section heard Carl Ander- 
son, University of Oregon, stress the 
role of the junior high school physi- 
cal education teacher in molding a 
fine physical, intellectual, and emo- 
tional status for adult life. Teach- 
ers should teach ‘‘with honor to the 
profession’’ remembering that the 
lasting contributions of physical ed- 
ucation come from developing the 
potential in every youngster. Dr. 
Anderson outlined the physical, emo- 
tional, social, and mental patterns of 
erowth of junior high boys and 
oirls, 
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The program for the Joint Meet- 
ing of the Junior and Senior High 
School Physical Education Sections 
dealt with their related problems. 
John Conway, Oregon State Depart- 
ment of Education, spoke on ‘‘Stand- 
ards for Secondary Schools.’’ In 
the 49 states, there is wide variation 
in the provisions of standards but 
all can be grouped into five main 
classifications: administration and 
supervision; internal organization 
of the staff; staff; the program of 
studies; and school plant, equip- 
ment, and supplies. All subject areas 
and school curriculums should meet 
these standards. 

As to the future of standards, 
Conway reported constant pressures 
in the legislative sessions to lower 
or modify standards. One of the 
ereatest concerns is the evitice of ed- 
ucation who wishes to unduly em- 
phasize science and mathematics at 
the expense of all other subject 
matter. Those who speak up for the 
importance of physical fitness and 
the need for healthful recreation are 


derided as ‘‘soft edueators’’ by these 
erities. 
Simon A. MeNeely of the U. 8. 


Office of Education, speaking of 
“‘Developing Independent Pro- 
grams,’’ stated that junior and sen- 
ior high school programs are not 
identical but rather are differenti- 
ated, interdependent, and articu- 
lated. These programs should be 
continuing, grades (7-12), progres- 
sively, developmental, sequential; 
they should share the same general 
objectives but differ in substance 
and methodology. Characteristics, 
needs, and interests of junior high 
school students differ from those of 
senior high school students in their 
great range of variability, the im- 
portance of peer groups, and the 
concept of ‘‘self.’’ The differences 
which exist in the junior high school 
and senior high school student have 
implications for curriculum devel- 
opment, methodology, extraclass ac- 
tivities, teacher education, facilities, 
and research. 


The general topic for the History 
and Philosophy of Physical Education 
Section meeting was ‘‘Movement, 
Motivation and Meaning.’’ The his- 
torical development of the objectives 
of physical education and their im- 
plications for program and practice 
were discussed. Eleanor Metheny, 
University of Southern California, 
introduced the topie with the gen- 
eral theme ‘‘Man Is a Biologieal- 
Psychological - Social - Philosophical 
Organism Capable of Voluntary 
Movement.’’ Development of the 
biological objectives was traced by 
H. Harrison Clarke, University of 
Oregon, in relation to the idea that 
“Structure Demands Function.’’ 
Roger Burke, Occidental College, re- 
viewed the evolution of psychologi- 
eal theories and showed their rele- 
vance to objectives in physical edu- 
cation, using as his theme the con- 
eept ‘‘Learning Results from Do- 
ing.’’ 

The social objectives were related 
to the significance of man’s place in 
society by Dorothy Mohr, University 
of Maryland, who synthesized the 
theories of sociology under the title 
‘Interaction Is a Group Process.” 
The relationships among the mani- 
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fold objectives of physical education 
and the philosophical bases for 
determining priorities among them 
were pointed out by Leona Holbrook, 
Brigham Young University, who 
spoke on the topic ‘‘Purpose Deter- 
mines Choice and Action.’’ 


Scheduled for the College Physical 

Education Section was a panel discus- 
sion entitled ‘‘The College Adminis- 
trator Takes a Look at Physical Ed- 
ueation.’’ School administrators, 
state department of education per- 
sonnel, and college physical educa- 
tors discussed the felt need to ‘‘sell’’ 
the program of physical education 
to the administration and the pub- 
lic. Suggestions as to how this ean 
be done are: 
1. acquaint administration with program; 
2. present a defensible program to admin- 
istration to get backing for needed budg- 
et, facilities, personnel, etc.; 3. teach to 
meet individual needs—enlightenment of 
students concerning body structure, use, 
ete., physical conditioning, skills to carry 
through adult life. 

Panel members further stated that 
there is a need to sell program to 
colleagues and a feeling that iden- 
tification with the intercollegiate 


program has made for misunder-’ 


standing. 


Willard B. Spalding, chairman 
of the Division of Education, Port- 
land State College, spoke to the 
Senior High School Physical Education 
Section. Dr. Spalding stated that 
public education is always in a state 
of .crisis—a crisis which will persist 
as long as the public’s expectation 
of results exceeds its willingness to 
pay for programs to achieve them. 
But the continuing crisis changes in 
degree of seriousness as other prob- 
lems arise to perplex the people. 

Three such problems deserve at- 
tention as we examine the present 
nature of the persistent crisis in edu- 
eation: the rising influence of the 
military in all aspects of civilian 
life, resulting in our country’s first 
use of public education as an instru- 
ment of national defense; the rising 
influence of Communist nations upon 
our ways of life; the influences of 
the tremendous speed-up in techno- 
logical advance as ewidenced by such 
items as new uses of nuclear fission, 
electronics, and space engines. Cur- 
rent criticisms of schools and pro- 
posals for improvement are demands 
resulting from these’ influences. 
There can be no easy ways to solve

these problems, but whatever the 
ways, they must be used by persons 
embued with a revolutionary spirit, 
with a fierce determination to make 
needed changes. 


Facilities was the topic discussed 
at the Elementary Physical Education 
Section meeting by Donald Edmond- 
son, John Morse, and Thomas Balz- 
hiser of the American Institute of 
Architects; Vernon Gilmore, Salem, 
Oregon, Public Schools; and Joseph 
Lyto, Parkrose District, Oregon 
Public Schools. Architects need to 
understand the purposes, require- 
ments, and limitations of clients. 
They must be familiar with the 
property and budget. Only then can 
they prepare preliminary designs. 
Conferences follow and, after a final 
design has been approved, working 
drawings and specifications are pre- 
pared. Architects are the co-ordi- 
nators of things, ideas, and people. 
They must know how you teach; 
size of classes; type, nature, and 
quantity of equipment; safety and 
health factors ; lighting ; and ventila- 
tion needed. Most facilities in ele- 
mentary schools are inadequate. 
Cutbacks usually affect physical ed- 
ucation, yet the most students use 
physical education facilities more 
times during the day and after 
school. 


A brief history of the Adapted 
Physical Education Section and a clari- 
fication of definitions opened its 
meeting. ‘‘ Adapted physical educa- 
tion’’ is the accepted all-inclusive 
term which ineludes modified, re- 
stricted, and any other type of physi- 


eal education program for students 
with any type of physical, emotional, 
or mental handicap. It does not in- 
elude medical or therapeutic pro- 
grams. Restricted physical education 
is that type of program in which a 
student is limited to certain activi- 
ties. He may participate completely 
in that activity with the regular stu- 
dent. Modified physical education is 
that type of program in which any 
physical education activity is altered 
to meet the needs and capabilities 
of the handicapped student. Correc- 
tive physical education is a thera- 
peutic activity which is in the prov- 
ince of medicine, not the public 
school. 

Richard Bumala outlined the 
adapted physical education program 
as he had developed it in the Silver- 
ton, Oregon, High School. The boys 
admitted to the program were 
screened by the school nurse from 
the health cards and physician’s 
recommendations. Equipment pro- 
cured included hand bar bells up to 
25 pounds, spring exercisers, and 
forearm exercisers, in addition to the 
regular physical education equip- 
ment. The school shop constructed 
12-inch benches, balance beams, and 
tubular sand bags. Students devel- 
oped an understanding of the struc- 
ture and functien of their bodies, 
concepts of posture, and body me- 
chanics. Among the activities learned 
in the program were modified 
tumbling, wrestling, and judo to 
develop confidence in the boy’s own 
abilities. Basketball, indoor softball, 
ping pong, badminton, and shuffle- 
board were provided. Testing and 
measuring was used as motivation. 
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Recreation Division 





More than 15 meetings of recre- 
ation leaders were held as a part of 
the Portland Convention. Each sec- 
tion of the Recreation Division held 
two meetings in addition to the three 
joint meetings of all recreation sec- 
tions. The meetings were well at- 
tended, giving evidence of the in- 
creasing interest and leadership in 
recreation on the part of AAHPER 
members. 


DIVISION MEETING 

Louis E. Means, AAHPER vice- 
president for recreation, presided 
and gave brief highlights of the 
meetings of the AAHPER Board of 
Directors. Of special interest was 
the announcement that the Board 
had approved the addition of a ten- 
tative Section on School Recreation 
and an AAHPER National Confer- 
ence on School Recreation, to be 
held in Washington, D. C., Novem- 
ber 15-18, 1959. 

The Honorable Mark O. Hatfield, 
Governor of Oregon, spoke on the 
topic ‘‘Cooperative Planning for 
Recreation.’’ He stressed the impor- 
tance of co-operative planning at all 
levels of government—loeal, state, 
and federal. He also mentioned the 
importance of the newly created na- 
tional Outdoor Recreation Resources 
Review Commission. 
‘*Recreation,’’ said the Governor, 
is one of the important keys to 
solving the problems posed by the 
increasing leisure time resulting 
from a reduction of the work week. 
Failure to use our leisure wisely has 
resulted in crime and delinquency. 
By the same token, hundreds of our 
senior citizens are in mental hos- 
pitals today because of a lack of 
recreation activities to occupy their 
leisure time. 

‘Recreation also plays an impor- 
tant role in international relations. 
The Olympic Games are not just 
play, but are an important expres- 
sion of American foreign policy.”’ 


JOINT MEETINGS 

An innovation at this year’s Con- 
vention was the scheduling of three 
joint meetings of all recreation sec- 
tions. This plan was most successful 
and resulted in three of the finest 
recreation sessions of the Conven- 
tion. 


ce 
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The first joint meeting was held 
March 30, with Lynn 8. Rodney, 
Northwest District vice-president 
for recreation, presiding. Jay B. 
Nash spoke on the topic ‘‘Recrea- 
tion and the Community of the Fu- 
ture’’ (to appear in a forthcoming 
JOURNAL). He called for recreation 
programs which would provide chal- 
lenge and which would enable man 
to have goals and some hope of 
achieving these goals. 

**Most important of all,’’ he said, 
‘‘we have to enrich the lives of the 
average job-holders. We should en- 
courage music, literature, and science 
as hobbies. The happy man and the 
busy man are one; and the happiest 
man is the one who dies with a hun- 
dred things left to do.”’ 

Edward E. Bignell, superintend- 
ent of school and municipal reere- 
ation, Pasadena, California, presid- 
ed at the second joint meeting. Don- 
ald C. Sloan, a leading investment 
broker in the Northwest, spoke on 
the topic ‘‘New Dimensions in Ree- 
reation.’’ He asked his audience to 
be bold enough to dream. 

**We are living in the age of pre- 
paring for the 3- or 4-day work 
week,’’ he said, ‘‘and for those who 
will live to the age of 100. Reere- 
ation leaders must continually have 
vision.’’ 

John L. Hutchinson, AATIPER 
past vice-president for recreation, 
served as moderator of a panel dis- 
cussion on the topic ‘‘ Resources and 
Leadership.’’ Members of the panel 
included: Tom Arrington, associate 
publisher of Employee Recreation 
Magazine, representing the Indus- 
trial Relations Section; Dorothy I. 
Cline, University of New Mexico, 
the Public Recreation Section ; Law- 
ton D. Harris, College of the Pacific, 
the Section on Recreation in Relig- 
ious Organizations; Thomas J. 
Clark, Ohio State Department of 
Mental Health, the Recreational 
Therapy Section; and Harold T. 
Friermood, ‘National Council of 
YMCA’s, the Voluntary and Youth- 
Serving Agencies Section. 

The third joint meeting was de- 
voted to a symposium on ‘‘ Research 
in Recreation.”” Members of the 
panel included representatives from 
each of the five sections of the Rec- 


reation Division. Five-minute sum- 
maries of highlights of significant 
research were presented. 


SECTION MEETINGS 

The first meeting of the Industrial 
Recreation Section was devoted to the 
topic ‘‘Organizing and Carrying on 
a Recreation Program.’’ The panel 
members were Pat Reiten, Simpson 
Logging Company, and Wallace 
Ager, Hyster Company, both of 
Portland. They explained the or- 
ganization and administration of 
their companies. 

Speakers for the second meeting 
of the Industrial Recreation Section 
included Kramer Adams, Weyer- 
hauser Timber Company, Tacoma, 
and Frem Kemp, Portland General 
Electric Company. Speaking on the 
topic ‘‘What Price Free Recrea- 
tion,’’ Mr. Adams stated that 85 
percent of the American game and 
fish are located on privately owned 
property. Mr. Kemp, speaking on 
the topic ‘‘Power Poles and Fish 
Poles,’’ said that more vandalism 
was committed by hunters than by 
fishermen. He offered the explana- 
tion that fishermen did less damage 
because it was a family sport. He 
also pointed out that industry is now 
forced to go ahead with recreational 
area development because ordering 
the public out of the privately 
owned parks would create too much 
publie reaction. 


Louis E. Means, AAHPER vice- 
president for recreation, spoke at 
the first meeting of the Public Recre- 
ation Section on the topic ‘‘The Role 
of the States in Parks, Recreation, 
and Leisure (Related to Municipali- 
ties, Counties, and School Dis- 
tricts).’” He emphasized the in- 
creasingly important role of school 
districts in sponsoring community 
recreation programs and cited the 
school-sponsored programs in Flint, 
Long Beach, Pasadena, Los Angeles, 
Milwaukee, Cleveland, and Detroit. 
Supplementing his address with 
brief presentations was a panel com- 
prised of Ernest V. Blohm, Michi- 
gan Inter-Agency Council for Rec- 
reation; Tam Deering, Wildflower 
Acres, Marysville, Washington; 
Lynn S. Rodney, University of Ore- 
gon; Elmer Anderson, Washington 
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State Parks and Recreation Commis- 
sioner ; and Charles McKinley, Reed 
College. 

The second meeting of the Public 
Recreation Section featured Marion 
Clawson, Resources for the Future, 
Inc., who spoke on the topic ‘‘ Amer- 
ica’s Outdoor Recreation Resources 
for the Future.’’ He pointed out the 
crisis we face in outdoor recreation 
because of overcrowded facilities. 
He called for long-range comprehen- 
sive planning and praised the fed- 
eral government for having the fore- 
sight to establish the Outdoor Rec- 
reation Resources Review Commis- 
sion. Short presentations were made 
by a panel moderated by Julian W. 
Smith, AAHPER and Michigan 
State University. Panel members 
were as follows: Kenneth Anderson, 
National Council on Regional Reere- 
ation Planning; Robert Fairburn, 
Flatow, Moore, Bryan, and Fair- 
burn Architects, Albuquerque; 
Ruth Pike, Washington State Parks 
and Recreation Commission; and 
Dorothy I. Cline, University of New 
Mexico.

tion, spoke at the opening meeting 
of the Section on Recreation in Relig- 
ious Organizations. She emphasized 
the increasing responsibility of the 
church in providing recreation ac- 
tivities for senior citizens. An add- 
ed feature of the meeting was a pre- 
view of the film ‘‘Leisure for the 
Lord.’’ 

Jay B. Nash, executive secretary, 
New York State AHPER, was the 
speaker for the second meeting of 
the Section on Recreation in Relig- 
ious Organizations. Speaking on the 
topic ‘‘Spiritual and Moral Impli- 
cations of Recreation,’’ he said that 
recreation can be a highly spiritual 
experience. He noted that many of 
the finest recreation activities are 
those conducted under the auspices 
of religious organizations. 


The Recreational Therapy Section 
featured at its opening session an 
address by Thomas J. Clark, Ohio 
State Department of Mental Health. 
He pointed out that there are many 
factors to be considered in deter- 
mining the position of recreation as 
therapy with relation to the hos- 
pital, the staff, and the patients. 
“‘One must know,’’ he said, ‘‘the 
philosophy of the hospital and be 
cognizant of its therapeutic atmos- 
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phere, the role of the therapist, the 
development of patterns of work and 
play, the nature of mental illness, 
and present general procedures and 
practices involved in treatment of 
the mentally ill.’’ The final meet- 
ing of the Recreational Therapy 
Section was devoted to a panel dis- 
cussion on the topic ‘‘ An Integrated 
Hospital Recreation Program.’’ 


The opening session of the Volun- 
tary and Youth-Serving Agencies Sec- 
tion was devoted to the public rela- 
tions theme ‘‘Preparing a Potent 
Toxin for Fitness.’’ Johnny Car- 
penter, radio and TV station KOIN, 
Portland, spoke on the topie ‘‘Im- 
portance of Radio and TV in the 
Future of Fitness.’” He was fol- 
lowed by Bill Wilson, Cole and 
Weber Public Relations Agency, 
Portland, who spoke on ‘‘The Vital 
Need of Public Relations.”’ 

At the final meeting of the Vol- 
untary and Youth-Serving Agencies 
Section, Irl Clary, governor, Opti- 
mist International, District 32, spoke 
on the topic ‘‘How to Induce and 
Encourage Youth and Other Com- 
munity Groups in the Field of Fit- 
ness.’’ Marshall Dana, vice-presi- 
dent, U. 8. National Bank, Portland, 
spoke on the topic ‘‘ Exploring Your 
Community’s Potential for Leader- 
ship.”’ 

An important aspect of the pro. 
gram was the schedule of Recreation 
Tours, on Tuesday, March 31. Seven 
special tours covered such commu-

nity recreation facilities as the Jew- 
ish Community Center, St. Johns 
Community Center and Playground, 
Promontory Park, Junior Museum, 
Craft House, Glenhaven Park, Rose 
City Golf Course, Normandale Sta- 
dium, Hoyt Arboretum, Shriners 
ITospital, and the YMCA-YWCA. 

The enthusiastic reception of the 
many programs of the Recreation 
Division during the Convention was 
most encouraging. Certainly such 
fine programs were the result of 
long hours of planning by a great 
many key leaders in the Division. 
It is hoped that the many fine ideas 
shared in Portland will be applied 
in local recreation programs,

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Men’s Athletics Division 





The program for the Division of 
Men’s Athletics was highlighted by 
talks from two renowned figures in 
American sports. Avery Brundage, 
president of the International Olym- 
pic Committee, spoke on ‘‘ Amateur- 
ism and Athleties.’’ The Reverend 
‘*Bob’’ Richards, Olympic champion 
and presently director of the 
Wheaties Sports Federation, en- 
titled his address ‘‘Response to the 
Challenge.’’ 

Mr. Brundage presented several 
of the problems affecting amateur 
athletics and affirmed that ‘‘All 
these troubles can be cured only in 
our schools. Each sehool and eol- 
lege should have a comprehensive 
program of physical education for 
all students, designed for partici- 
pation, not for spectators.’ 

Concerning the objectives of his 
committee, he said: ‘‘The U.S. has 
gotten off the track in Olympic 
thought. The games were revised as 
a cultural activity, to be patterned 
after the early Greek ideal of the all- 
around man. They were intended 
to foster international peace and un- 
derstanding. They were intended to 
foster devoted amateurism, as we see 
practiced in the arts, in order to do 
things excellently. The objectives of 
the Olympies are not winning medals 
and breaking records and training 
professionals. The most important 
thing in the Olympics is not winning 
but participating. . .. The world is 
sick for lack of fair play—the Olym- 
pies try to set a good example. Our 
greatest trouble is keeping the games 
from becoming too expensive or com- 
mercial. We don’t want a cireus. We 
want to ennoble man.’’ 

Richards’ speech was both inspira- 
tional and provocative. ‘‘The sports 
world has done more than any other 
institution, including the church, to 
foster racial tolerance. The Olym- 
pic Games have done more than any 
institution to foster international 
understanding. . . . People can ac- 
complish great things in life if they 
work as hard as great athletes do in 
their training. The great difference 
between good and evil today is that 
evil is more consecrated. Instead of 
being indifferent as teachers, we 
must communicate to students our 
faith in them. Our problem is not 
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facilities but devout commitment to 
things.’’ 


SECTION MEETINGS 


Winter Sports Section. Jack Hub- 
bard, Western Washington College, 
presided over the Basketball program 
which featured presentations by 
veteran coaches A. T. Slats Gill, 
Oregon State College, spoke on ‘‘ De- 
fenses in Basketball’’; Tippy Dye, 
University of Washington, discussed 
various aspects of the ‘‘fast-break’’ ; 
and Steve Belko, University of Ore- 
gon, presented his ideas on 
offensive patterns.’’ 

At the Volleyball program H. T. 
Friarmood, National YMCA Coun- 
cil, presented information relating 
to the development of volleyball as 
an Olympie sport. James Thomas 
staged a demonstration of volleyball 
techniques by players from the Port- 
land YMCA and Multnomah Club 
Volleyball teams. 

M. KE. Garrett, University of IIl- 
inois, was chairman of the Fencing 
program, a demonstration of meth- 
ods for teaching fundamentals. 

Mike Reuter, University of Ore- 
gon, served as chairman of the 
Wrestling program and presented a 
paper on ‘‘Drills in Coaching Wrest- 
ling.’? Reuter pointed out that or- 
ganized drills have an important 
place in wrestling practice with both 
large and small groups. Funda- 
mental or advanced drills are almost 
unlimited. Any hold or part of a 
hold may be developed into an ef- 
fective drill; holds difficult to learn

are made easier when they are di- 
vided into several drills. H. E. 
Kenny, University of Dlinois, spoke 
on ‘‘ Aggressive Wrestling.”’ 

The Gymnastics program was 

planned by Hubert Dunn, Washing- 
ton State College, demonstrated on 
the side horse, presenting the basic 
movements and the terminology and 
techniques for teaching. Rex Davis 
of Richland, Washington Public 
Schools, talked on the use of the 
trampoline in the physical education 
program, 
Spring Sports Section. Bob Richard- 
son, Wilson Sporting Goods Com- 
pany, presided over the Golf meet- 
ing, which highlighted two of the na- 
tion’s leading professionals, Betty 
Hicks, golf professional at the Los 
Coyotes Country Club, Buena Park, 
California, and Howard Boner, golf 
professional, Portland, Oregon. Both 
gave demonstrations on ‘‘How to 
Teach Golf.’’ 

The Baseball program, conducted 
by Harry Halen, Wilson Sporting 
Company, featured Ralph 
Coleman, past president of the 
American Baseball Coaches Associa- 
tion. He spoke on ‘‘The Coaching 
Techniques and the Skills to be Em- 
phasized in Developing the Material 
Available,’’ sharing his years of 
coaching experience. Mr. Coleman 
emphasized practical information on 
the selection and development of 
pitchers. 

William Bowerman, University of 
Oregon, spoke at the Track and Field 
program on ‘‘New Techniques in

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the Training and Conditioning of 
Track and Field Athletics.’’ Bower- 
man described the important devel- 
opment of rubber and asphalt track 
surfaces and predicted that these 
surfaces will eventually replace 
cinder or clay surfaces and will re- 
sult in better performnace and less 
maintenance. A new design in prac- 
tice hurdles has been developed at 
the University of Oregon which has 
an elastic or canvas-top cross bar. 
The equipment facilitates the teach- 
ing of hurdling to the inexperienced 
participant as he has less fear of 
tripping or knocking over this type 
of hurdle. 

A program on Tennis was con- 
ducted by Mrs. Maureen Connolly 
Brinker, one of the all-time greats 
of tennis. Joe Bixler, Wilson Sport- 
ing Goods Company, introduced her 
with a short account of the tradi- 
tions of tennis. Maureen demon- 
strated teaching techniques for 
youngsters, including the Eastern 
erips, tips for the forehand and 
backhand strokes, and the service. 


Tippy Dye, a member of the 


Basketball Rules Committee, spoke ~ 


to the Sports Officiating Section on 
the changes in rules and some of the 
reasons underlying these changes. 
The committee does not alter rules 
until an exhaustive study has been 
made of the proposed alteration 
and its effect on the other rules in 
the book. Mr. Dye discussed the ef- 
fects of recent rule changes on the 
game and the players and presented 
these interesting facts: during the 
last five years fouls committed have 
dropped about 10 per game, field 
goals attempted have remained 
about the same, and field goals made 
have risen from 29 to 38 percent. 


The program for the Athletic Ad- 
ministration Section was planned by 
Robert J. Weber, State Teachers 
College, Cortland, New York. R. C. 
Livingston, Oregon College of Edu- 
cation, spoke on ‘‘The Problems of 
Financing the College Athletic Pro- 
gram’’ and E. J. Ryan, Portland 
Public Schools, spoke on ‘‘ Financing 
the High School Athletic Program.’’ 
These presentations’ were followed 
by the reactions of panelists A. Oden 
Hawes, Oregon School Activities As- 
sociation; Vern Gilmore, Public 
Schools, Salem, Oregon; Roy S. 
Keene, Oregon State College; and 
Eldon Fix, Lewis and Clark College. 
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The program for the Athletic 
Training Section included three out- 
standing speakers. Dr. Lloyd J. 
Holladay, team physician, Jefferson 
High School, Lafayette, Indiana, 
spoke on ‘‘Care of the Foot and 
Ankle in Athleties.’’ In his opinion, 
after 14 years as a high school ath- 
letic team physician, it is the care of 
the foot which indicates worth of 
the high school coach. He detailed 
his own technique for management 
of the plantar wart. Dr. Holladay’s 
talk revealed that bromhidrosis (ex- 
cessive odor) and hyperhidrosis (ex- 
cessive sweat) were not only hygiene 
problems but psychological and so- 
ciological problems. Dr. Holladay 
also discussed a new product of the 
Lederle Pharmaceutical Company, 
an enzyme called ‘‘Buceal Vari- 
dase,’’ which has replaced hyaluroni- 
dase in the treatment of joint hema- 
tomas, especially in the ankle area. 
Use of the Buceal Varidase tablets 
for a sprain has reduced one of the 
most aggravating problems of the 
team physician. These tablets are a 
prescription item to be used only on 
a doctor’s orders. 

Vernon S. Barney, a_ licensed 
physiotherapist in Utah and a mem- 
ber of the staff of Brigham Young 
University, reported the results of 
progressive resistance exercises (De- 
Lorme exercises) upon 50 Brigham 
Young University athletes over a 
period of five years, and he indi- 
cated that such training under con- 
stant and proper supervision can 
create results of 200 percent strength 
increase in former injured joint 
areas. Barney warned against look- 
ing for panacea methods of treating 
rehabilitation cases in athletes, be- 
cause each case is a personality frus- 
tration challenge for the coach as far 
as ‘‘return to lineup’’ is concerned. 

Joseph .P. Dolan, Teachers Col- 
lege of Missouri, Kirksville, Mis- 
souri, illustrated displacement re- 
sulting from the usual athletic in- 
juries. He emphasized the strap- 
ping of the ankle in a kinesiological 
fashion to aid the activity of the cal- 
eaneo-talus and the talo-fibular lig- 
aments. Taping was demonstrated 
by Dolan to indicate why every 
piece of tape has an anatomical rea- 
son for existence. 


Fall Sports Section. The Football 
meeting was presided over by W. E. 
Burke, Public Schools, Eugene, Ore- 
gon. Tom DeSylvia, Jefferson High 
School, Portland, Oregon, spoke 









on ‘‘Developing an Offensive Sys- 
tem in Football.’’ A basic principle 
sometimes overlooked is that all 
sound defenses are based on tackling 
and all sound offenses must have per- 
fection in the blocking. All coaches 
find themselves overpowered with 
technical detail until they realize 
that psychological factors generally 
outweigh the importance of the de- 
tail and an adjustment is made. This 
is brought home by the fact that it 
is never a disgrace to lose a game, 
but it is a disgrace to be ‘‘out-de- 
sired,’’ ‘‘out-fought,’’ and ‘‘out- 
mat,” 

Jim Ennis, Public Schools, Ever- 
ett, Washington, presented a defini- 
tion and a philosophy of defensive 
footba!! and outlined a process for 
making defensive plans for the sea- 
son. Fred Spiegelberg, Medford 
High School, Medford, Oregon, re- 
ported on ‘‘Organizing the Football 
Program.’’ He stressed the impor- 
tance of community public relations 
and presented methods for interpret- 
ing the purposes and procedures of 
the athletics program to the various 
publies. 


The Soccer meeting was planned 
by Griffith C. O’Dell, Minneapolis 
Public Schools. Mike Arnott, Van- 
eouver High School, British Colum- 
bia, told of the advantages of includ- 
ing soccer in the interschool athletic 
program and demonstrated specific 
soccer fundamentals. 


Victor Dauer, State College of 
Washington, planned two programs 
for the Intramural Section, dealing 
with the college and secondary 
school programs. A panel on ‘‘Solv- 
ing Problems in the Secondary 
School Intramural Program’’ ad- 
vanced the idea of organizing the 
high school intramural program by 
using the first hour after school. 
Those students who were not par- 
ticipating in the program utilized 
this time for study. Special buses 
left the school after this period. 
Coaches used the time for dressing 
and ‘‘chalk talks’’ while the facil- 
ities were being used for intra- 
murals. This innovation made it pos- 
sible for half the student population 
to participate in the program. For 
the college intramural _ section, 
George W. Haniford, intramural 
director, Purdue University, gave a 
commentary on the film depicting 
the men’s intramural sports pro- 
gram and the co-recreational pro- 
gram at Purdue University. 
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DIVISION MEETING 

Vice-president Jane Mott, Smith 
College, welcomed the group to the 
first meeting of the Division as a 
permanent division of AAHPER. 
Moderator Thelma Bishop, Michi- 
gan State University, introduced 
speakers Eleanor Metheny, Univer- 
sity of Southern California, and 
Marion R. Broer, University of 
Washington, who presented the topic 
‘‘Movement and Sports—Space Age 
Style.’’ 

Dr. Metheny approached the topic 
from the relevancy of space and 
movement. Although space, time, and 
mass relationships have changed 
throughout the ages, the way man 
moves remains constant. Purposes 
of movement have challenged atten- 
tion of specialists in physiology, 
psychology, sociology, and philoso- 
phy. We lose sight, therefore, of com- 
mon elements on which all speciali- 
ties rest. A new group of people in- 
terested in movement education is 
attempting to focus on the common 
phenomena which unites them all. 
A film on movement fundamentals 
prepared by Janet Wessel, Michigan 
State University, was shown. 

Dr. Broer discussed a founda- 
tion course in movement exploration

and basic skills of standing, walking, 
running, jumping, pushing, pulling, 
throwing, catching, striking, ete. 
Similarities of striking in several 
sports, over-hand throw, sidearm 
patterns, and one foot jump were 
well illustrated by slides. 


SECTION MEETINGS 

Celeste Ulrich, Woman’s College, 
University of North Carolina, pre- 
sented an address, ‘‘That Un- 
travell’d World,’’ to the Individual 
and Dual Sports Section. Historically, 
travel has been combined with ad- 
venture. For the adolescent, ‘‘tray- 
el’’ to the gymnasium is also adven- 
ture. In the attempt to discover self, 
movement is the method of propul- 
sion. Movement is life; all things 
that are living more. Obviously, 
movement can be carried on without 
individual and dual sports, but there 
is reason to believe that gross motor 
activity aids systematic movement 
necessary for life. What better way 
is there to foster muscular move- 
ment than through sports. We can 
never be satisfied in teaching sports 
and dance without insisting on total 
muscular movement. For this rea- 
son a minimum of time should be 
spent on discussions, rules, attitudes,

and standards. Along with move- 
ment in sports goes behavioral re- 
actions. Sport offers the opportunity 
to test one’s reactions under pres- 
sure, the discovery of self during 
periods of inductive and deductive 
reasoning. We have within our hands 
the possibility and obligation to pro- 
vide movement patterns for the peo- 
ple whose lives touch ours. We have 
a very special way of providing this 
adventure, through sport. 


At the Officiating Section, the role 
of sports official as a public relations 
person was presented by Maria Sex- 
ton, College of Wooster (Ohio) and 
by a panel of representatives from 
the six sport areas for which ratings 
are given by WNORC. Five contro- 
versial issues that confront girls 
and women’s sports and that can be 
activities of the official were listed 
basic factors in the public relations 
program. 

1. Good sportsmanship must be taught not 
only to the participants but also to the 
spectators. 2. Athletics for women should 
be presented as that rather than as ‘ girlie 
shows.’’ To do this and thus provide for 
a wholesale relationship with the public, 
there should be respect for the sports of 
encDGWS, teams of low motor skill should 
be encouraged not to play in front of an 
audience, and care should be exercised in

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the selection of costume. 3. A wide variety 
of activities should be offered in the pro- 
gram. 4. We should talk more about our 
profession and DGWS to let the public 
know that we are proud of them. We 
should let people know that the women 
make their own rules to meet the needs of 
the women and girls who are playing. 5. 
In order to combat poor newspaper pub- 
licity on women’s sports, we must be active 
in furnishing good material. Put the pres- 
sure on for good newspaper coverage to 
inform the public of the program. 


The Officiating Section also pre- 
sented a demonstration of badminton 
and volleyball officiating. 


Minnie Lynn introduced to the 
Philosophy and Standards Section a 
panel on ‘‘Staging Platform for the 
New Era of Sports.’’ Lucille Ver- 
hulst emphasized that standards ap- 
ply to all ages, for they are funda- 
mental concepts. Practices based on 
these standards vary as they relate 
to age groups and cultural values. 
One should consider the uniqueness 
of the group and the roles women 
will be asked to play now and later. 

Celeste Ulrich quoted a funda- 
mental statement of DGWS as a 
guide for action: ‘‘The one purpose 
of sports for girls and women is 


the good of those who play.’’ She. 


stated that we must make interpre- 
tations for our times based on the 
teachings of another generation. We 
must make judgments about mascu- 
linity and sports; sports and social- 
ization; and sports and feminity. It 
was further noted that philosophy is 
based on science, on dreams and 
ideas, on facts and reality, on use 
and practicality. From philosophy 
come our principles for guidance. 
Lois Messler stated that we con- 
stantly need to re-examine the needs 
and interests of participants; re- 
evaluate the program in the light of 
its opportunities to fulfill the girl’s 
needs; pursue research at secondary 
school level to find solutions to prob- 
lems centered in girls’ sports; re- 
view our standards in the light of 
the new era; and seek assistance 
from all who are interested in the 
girl. 

Jessie Totten spoke of the need to 
center attention on what is best for 
the participant. She noted that many 
problems would not exist if we kept 
our focus on what.is best for the 
girl. We must change our program 
to keep up with the changing roles of 
girls and women. There is a need 
for more co-education in the area of 
girls’ sports. The co-operative, as 
well as the competitive, aspects of 
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sports must be considered as a value 
of sports for girls and women. 
Catherine Allen concluded the panel 
by posing three questions. What ts 
basic and valid and timeless in our 
present philosophy ? What can we do 
that is practical and within our 
capabilities? We must provide new 
programs which appeal to inherent 
human values. We must speak and 
write on the values and needs for re- 
creation skills to close the gap be- 
tween more time for leisure and 
poor preparation for the wholesome 
use of this leisure. We must make 
certain that as women we direct our 
energies in the total interest of 
mankind. 


An address, ‘‘ Leadership—F act or 
Fancy!’’ was presented by Lucille 
Verhulst, Syracuse University, at the 
Sports Leadership Section meeting. 
She examined some bases for under- 
standing leadership, particularly as 
they relate to various leadership 
roles necessary to the program and 
function of DGWS. Not too long 
ago, we assumed that one was born 
to leadership. Once this was fact; 
today, it is fancy. We know, now, 
that one may acquire many of the 
personality traits of the leader and 
the techniques involved in leader- 
ship. We know, too, that we must 
have leaders; not a few, but many. 

We do not always get leadership 
from those who have talent or those 
who have all the answers. The 
leader-manipulator places emphasis 
on the acquisition of good human 
relations. The leader-teacher uses 
techniques of evaluation. The re- 
organized leader has definite au- 
thority and responsibility. We must 
continuously strive to help such in- 
dividuals acquire effective leader- 
ship behavior. 

We, in programs of sports for 
girls and. women, need individuals 
who are willing to assume appointed 
or elected positions of leadership 
and who will search for greater 
understanding of leadership behav- 
ior. We need to examine our pro- 
grams for opportunities to practice 
and upgrade the fact rather than 
fancy of leadership. 


Dorothea Coleman, State College 
of Washington, spoke at the Team 
Sports Section meeting on the topic, 
‘“‘The Place of Team Sports in Our 
Culture.’” What we are experi- 
encing in team sports seems to be the 
normal consequences of two condi- 
tions—increased sports participation 


and the mobility of activities in the 
physical education program. Sports 
that have always been included in 
the physical education program now 
receive more attention from the pub- 
lic which may be the result of our 
emphasis on carry-over value. Op- 
portunities for this participation are 
greater in individual and dual ac- 
tivities and girls have found greater 
social success in these activties, espe- 
cially with boys. 

Team sports have not achieved 
this for them yet. Team sports are 
now being taught farther down the 
line in our school systems ; they have 
been downgraded, as it were. The 
future of team sports on the sece- 
ondary and college level seems to be 
in the intramural and extramural 
programs. 

Interest in team sports can be sus- 

tained if we consciously seek to de- 
velop in girls and boys a respect for 
the uniqueness of individuals and 
their right to choose activities which 
are meaningful to them. By actively 
seeking public understanding and 
support of our philosophy of team 
sports, we may find more girls and 
women participating in the recrea- 
tional team sports program. A fur- 
ther discussion of this topic was car- 
ried on by a panel of students and 
teachers, which presented the fol- 
lowing points: 
1. Aggressiveness in girls is not socially 
acceptable and this is associated with team 
sports. However, the individual girl makes 
the difference—it is up to the person. 2, 
Team sports are best presented at junior 
high level. 3. Size of community seems to 
have a relationship to the type of competi- 
tion and attitudes toward it. Femininity 
and social status are important and are 
related. 4. Lack of facilities curbs pro- 
grams, 5. Intramurals are the best place for 
team sports. Men don’t usually want wom- 
en dominating this field. If school leaders 
participate, others will. 6. Exceptional 
talent always is appreciated, but athletics 
are the province of men. It is embarrassing 
to have girls outplay them. 7. Women 
admire skilled players. Men feel that wom- 
en should not imitate men, 8. Team sports 
are of less value to the girl if they cause 
conflict with the stereotype of her sex. An 
Illinois questionnaire study shows that col- 
lege girls find team sports valuable. It was 
agreed that the goal should be to help the 
individual girl find her place in team 
sports as a girl. 


The Team Sports Section also pre- 
sented a demonstration at Madison 
High School on the teaching of ad- 
vanced softball skills. Phyllis Ocker, 
Oregon State College, and Rena 
Barsanti, University of Oregon, pre- 
sented the demonstration with the 
assistance of some of their students. 
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General Division 








Arthur A. Esslinger, AAHPER 
president-elect, co-ordinated the Sec- 
tion Meetings of the General Divi- 
sion held in Portland, Oregon. Meet- 
ings of General Division sections 
are of interest to most people at- 
tending the convention, and conse- 
quently these meetings were all well 
attended. 


The Aquatics Section used one-half 
of its double session for discussions 
and the balance for demonstrations. 
K. J. Smyke of Emory University 
presided. Discussion centered around 
the system of ‘‘Drownproofing’’ and 
the hand-foot concept applied to 
swimming. New concepts in train- 
ing for lifesaving, competitive train- 
ing for girls and women, and water 
ballet and synchronized swimming, 
demonstrated in the pool, all stressed 
the need to provide quality aquatic 
programs for college girls. 


The first session of the Outdoor 
Education Section explored new ideas 
and concepts for ‘‘classrooms in the 
open spaces.’” Barney E. Davis of 
California presided at the panel 
presentation by John MacKenroth, 
Seattle; Margaret Milliken, Corval- 
lis, Oregon; Austin F. Hamer, Port- 
land; Richard Dombroski, Auburn, 


Washington; and Julian Smith, 
Michigan State University. It was 


agreed that every school could pro- 
vide opportunities for students to 
learn in and about the outdoors. 
This kind of teaching and learning 
greatly enriches the lives of boys and 
girls by providing desirable atti- 
tudes and skills. In order to pro- 
vide worth-while outdoor education 
classes, trained leadership is neces- 
sary. The second section meeting 
was devoted to developing a plan 
which would apply to teacher and 
leadership preparation. 


John C. Thompson, Lincoln, Ne- 
braska, reported on a ‘‘Survey of 
Current Practices in High School 
Physical Education’’ at the City and 
County Directors and Supervisors Sec- 
tion meeting. He pointed out that 
many of the current programs are 
in need of improvement. Simon Me- 
Neely, U. S. Office of Education, an- 
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nounced that current findings rela- 
tive to fitness have many applica- 
tions for physical education pro- 
grams. The concern for fitness has 
helped to focus attention on today’s 
needs and a course of action to ful- 
fill those needs. Many youth-serving 
programs outside the schools are 
stressing physical fitness. He cau- 
tioned the group not to confuse test- 
ing with fitness and not to substitute 
a testing-exercise program for physi- 
cal education. There is increased 
interest in gymnastics, weight train- 
ing, and wrestling. More apparatus 
is being erected on playgrounds, and 
the schools are beginning to recog- 
nize their responsibilities for provid- 
ing leadership and facilities for com- 
munity use. 


Persons attending the meeting of 
the Council on Equipment and Supplies 
heard an excellent discussion of im- 
portant but little known facts re- 
lating to the purchase and eare of 
equipment. Woody Noyes of Raw- 
lings explained the various stand- 
ards of quality used by manufac- 
turers; Harry Halen, Wilson Sport- 
ing Goods Company, discussed new 
ideas and items. Wayne Van Huss, 
Michigan State University, outlined 
the research he is helping to conduct 
on football helmets, touching briefly 
on other pertinent research being car- 
ried on in relation to equipment and 
supplies. Van Huss reported that 
their findings, as yet incomplete, 
will help manufacturers produce 
helmets providing more adequate 
protection to players. Robert Weber, 
New York State Teachers College, 
Cortland, presented a proposed 
course in equipment and supplies 
for teachers. Charles Heilman of 
Drake identified and defined some 
terms that make up an essential vo- 
cabulary when discussing equip- 
ment. The group decided that a dic- 
tionary of terms would be very valu- 
able, and the preparation of such 
was deemed to be an essential sec- 
tion project. 


The Dance Section, the Dance 
Events Committee of Portland, and 
the Drama Department of Portland 
State College co-sponsored a Dance 





Concert on March 26, presenting 
Jean Erdman, a creative dancer from 
New York City. The Dance Section 
also co-sponsored, with the North- 
west District Dance Section, a mas- 
ter lesson with Jean Erdman; 
Emelia-Louise Kilby of Western 
Washington College of Education 
presided. In addition, the Dance 
Section held an all-day conference 
on Saturday, which included a 
morning session on ‘‘Dances of the 
Pacific: Relationships,’’ group par- 
ticipation in afternoon sessions on 
‘Compositional Dances: A Modern 
Dance Symposium’’ and ‘‘ Dance for 
the Pre-Teens,’’ and an evening ses- 
sion on ‘‘Current Trends in Social 
Dance.’’ The program culminated 
with an evening of folk dancing. 

Theme for the National Section on 
Dance meeting on March 30, ‘‘Stand- 
ards in Student Performancee,’’ was 
discussed by a panel comprised of 
students, high school and college 
dance teachers, a professional dane- 
er, and an administrator. In dis- 
cussing standards, the type of per- 
formance should be clearly defined: 
coneert, lecture, demonstration, 
workshop, class presentation of stud- 
ies, and the like. It was felt that a 
dance concert should be an art form 
of dance using movement meaning- 
ful to both dancer and audience. It 
should provide aesthetic satisfac- 
tion. The quality of dance concerts 
may be improved by fewer public 
performances, well and simply done. 

The values of student perform- 
ance to the dancer include: an op- 
portunity to grow artistically, a 
deep sense of satisfaction in com- 
munication, and understanding of 
artists and basic movement tech- 
niques, as well as physiological ben- 
efits, better body mechanics, and the 
release of tensions. Many of these 
values can come from class experi- 
ence as well. 

The performance is for the audi- 
ence as well as the student. It be- 
comes a public relations vehicle and 
a taste maker. Modern dance con- 
certs are beginning to be almost 
exclusively confined to college per- 
formances. Dance is one of many 
cultural areas toward which schools 
have a profound responsibility. 
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A discussion of physical educa- 
tion in other lands highlighted the 
International Relations Section meet- 
ing. American teachers and foreign 
guests heard four men who taught 
in foreign countries. Leon KE. Smith, 
University of California, spoke about 
sports in Australia. Harry Zion, 
Washington State College, gave a 
report on the great need for health 
education in Thailand. Ted Hard- 
er, Santa Barbara College, illustrat- 
ed his experiences in Afghanistan 
with colored slides. William John- 
son discussed physical education in 
Pakistan and introduced Abul Mus- 
tafa of Pakistan, now studying at 
the University of Oregon. The dis- 
cussions emphasized that while we 
in America have something to con- 
tribute to other countries, we also 
have much to gain from them. 


John E. Nixon, Stanford Univer- 
sity, presided at the Measurement 
and Evaluation Section meeting on 
“‘Testing of Elementary School 
Children.’’ Olive Young, Univer- 
sity of Illinois, moderated the panel 
composed of Anna _ Espenschade, 
University of California, Berkeley ; 
Charles Nagel, San Jose State Col- 
lege; Dudley Ashton, University of 
Nebraska: and Raymond Weiss, New 
York University. 

The panel agreed that testing is 
an integral part of teaching and 
thus can and should be used eat all 
levels. Many of the activities in 
physical education are self testing 
and the teacher and student are both 
constantly evaluating performance. 
Tests applicable to upper grades are 
not always desirable for the early 
elementary grades. Emphasis should 
be on achievement of skills measured 
against the child’s own level of de- 
velopment. 


At the general session of the Pro- 
fessional Education Sections, Beverly 
Yerrington, Los Angeles State Col- 
lege, presented some of the prob- 
lems of professional preparation as 
a starting point for a panel discus- 
sion on ways and means of improv- 
ing programs of professional prepa- 
ration. Dudley Ashton, University 
of Nebraska, presided over a panel 
representing each AAHPER dis- 
trict. 


‘*Preparation of Recreation Lead- 
ership for School and Community”’ 
was discussed in the Recreation Sub- 
section. The growing trend toward 
school-sponsored community recrea- 
tion indicates the need to place more 
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emphasis on sociclogy. There is also 
a great need for more preparation 
in public relations, a broader philos- 
ophy of recreation, and more prac- 
tical experience before entering the 
field in an administrative position. 
There still needs to be a better un- 
derstanding of the responsibilities 
of the school in professional leader- 
ship for recreation work. 


The Physical Education Subsection 
heard a report of the organization 
and function of the Northwest Coun- 
cil on Teacher Education, which de- 
veloped its own criteria to evaluate 
programs of professional prepara- 
tion in health education, physical 
education, and recreation. 


The Health Education Subsection 
heard the keynote speaker, Zollie 
Maynard, describe Florida’s plan 
for school health, ‘‘Action With 
Purpose,’’ which is now in its third 
year of operation. He explained the 
procedure used to implement the 
Florida School Accreditation Stand- 
ards, which require ‘‘that a faculty 
member must be designated as a 
school coordinator.’ He included 
information on the plan for finan- 
cial support, the orientation of 
school administrators, the visiting 
consultants who assisted in one-day 
clinics for coordinators, the state 
evaluation conference, the develop- 
ment of a health co-ordinator’s 
handbook, and various methods of 
inservice preparation. 


‘*The Hidden Persuader in Phys- 
ical Education’’ was the stimulating 
theme of the Professional and Public 
Relations Section. Charles Bucher, 
New York University, emphasized 
the value of ‘‘motivational research’”’ 
and suggested possibilities of using 
this device in physical education. 


1. Take advantage of widespread interest 
in personal appearance; help people to de- 
velop ‘‘the body beautiful’’; especially 
cultivate femininity in women and manli 
ness in men. 2. Help to relieve guilt feel- 
ings arising from false notions that ‘‘ play 
is a waste of time’’ and ‘‘the body is 
evil.’’ 3. Deal with the needs of the un- 
skilled; interpret physical education not 
only as a developer of skills but also as a 
means to emotional security (through ere- 
ation of a sense of power and worth re- 
sulting’ from these skills). 4. Create an 
image of the profession with which people 
ean readily identify themselves. 5. En- 
courage pecple to take regular exercise, 
develop hobbies, and support the school 
program. 


The Research Council held its an- 
nual business meeting on March 28 
and 29, with Paul A. Hunsicker of 


the University of Michigan presiding. 
During these two sessions, reports 
were given on the Council’s various 
committees and projects, and officers 
were elected. 

Paul Hunsicker, president, pre- 
sided at the open meeting of the 
Research Council. The program was 
devoted to discussing and describing 
current research and the laboratory 
equipment used in this research, in- 
cluding the N-K exercise unit, tele- 
meter, direct-writer and oscilloscope 
for recording electrocardiograms, 
velocitimer, electrogoniometer, Beck- 
man F-3 oxygen analyzer, and elec- 
tronic vomputer. The Research Coun- 
cil held preconvention meetings, 
electing new members and officers. 


The Research Section had three 
separate meetings devoted to reports 
of completed research in health edu- 
cation, physical education, and ree- 
reation. The subsections were pre- 
sided over by Lawrence Rarick, Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin; Franklin Hen- 
ry, University of California, Berke- 
ley; and Janet Wessel, Michigan 
State University. 


“*Meet the Wheels’’ was the topic 
for the first meeting of the Student 
Section. Students met and talked 
with nationally known leaders in 
health, physical education, and ree- 
reation. The second section meeting 
for students featured ‘‘Internation- 
al Fitness Programs.’’ Moon Yo 
Woo of Korea and Keusuki Ishii of 
Japan, both students at Lewis & 
Clark College, amazed the audience 
with their spectacular demonstra- 
tions of fitness through combatives. 
The group also saw demonstrations 
of fitness through dance, through 
weight lifting, through gymnastics, 
and through international free-style 
and Greco-Roman wrestling. 


Arthur C. Jones, University of 
Oregon, talked to the Therapeutic 
Section on ‘‘How a Program for Re- 
habilitation Is Built and the Inner 
Workings of a Rehabilitation Cen- 
ter.’’ The rehabilitation team con- 
sists of the physician, medical-social 
worker, physical therapist, oceupa- 
tional therapist, corrective therapist, 
manual-arts therapist, psychologist 
or psychiatrist, and a vocational 
counselor. A speech therapist, edu- 
cational therapist, or recreation di- 
rector may also be needed on the 
team. The nurse and family doctor 
play an important part. Margaret 
Pole, University of Oregon, presided 
at the meetings and the discussion. 
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Preconvention Meetings 





Prior to the opening general ses- 
sion, a number of important meet- 
ings were held by organizations affili- 
ated or associated with AAHPER 
and by groups which are a part of 
the AAHPER structure. Because 
several of these organizations pub- 
lish their own proceedings, only 
brief highlights will be presented 
here. 

Other meetings held during the 
several days preceding the Opening 
General Session on March 29 in- 
cluded those of divisional executive 
councils, the Editorial Board of the 
JOURNAL OF HEALTH, PHysicaL Ep- 
UCATION, RECREATION, the Nominat- 
ing Committee, Periodicals Com- 
mittee, Resolutions Committee, the 
75th Anniversary Planning Commit- 
tee, and other planning groups. 


The American Academy of Physical 
Education held its first session on 
March 28, with President Delbert A. 
Oberteuffer of Ohio State Univer- 
sity presiding. A panel discussed 
needed developments in teacher edu- 
cation in the areas of health educa- 
tion, physical education, and recre- 
ation. Highlights of the Academy 
meetings were the annual banquet 
held on Saturday evening, with G. 
Herman Oberteuffer as the speaker, 
and the R. Tait McKenzie Lecture 
delivered on Sunday afternoon by 
Carl L. Anderson of Oregon State 
College. 


The Joint Council on International 
Affairs in Health, Physical Education, 
and Recreation met on March 29, with 
Sara Staff Jernigan of Stetson Uni- 
versity presiding. Reports from af- 
filiated members of the Joint Coun- 
cil were presented. 


The Physical Education Society of the 
YMCA held an all-day meeting on 
March 28 at which current fitness 
needs and the role of the YMCA in 
meeting these needs were discussed. 


The Society of State Directors of 
Health, Physical Education, and Recre- 
ation held its 33rd Annual Meeting 
on March 27 and 28. Highlights of 
the meeting included: (1) adoption 
and release to the press of the state- 
ment, ‘‘ Fitness—The Challenge Fac- 
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ing America,’’ which urged citizens 
and educators to place high priority 
on education for health and fitness 
as a prime requisite for survival; 
(2) development of plans for the 
Society Workshop scheduled at Gull 
Lake, Michigan, August 29-Septem- 
ber 3, 1959; (3) a bus trip to Tim- 
berline Lodge, Mt. Hood; and (4) 
the Annual Banquet, which fea- 
tured an address on ‘‘The Balanced 
Curriculum,’’ by Oregon State Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction 
Rex Putnam and the presentation 
of Honor Awards to Ellis Champlin 
of Springfield College, Harold Jack 
of Temple University, and Paul Lan- 
dis of the Ohio High Sehool Athletic 
Association. 


ADMINISTRATORS WORKSHOP 

The American Council of Administra- 
tors of Health, Physical Education, and 
Recreation held an all-day workshop 
March 28 on ‘‘Critiques of Beliefs 
in Meeting Administrative Chal- 
lenges in the Space Age.’’ The 
chairman of the morning session, on 
‘*School Health Education Pro- 
erams,’’ was George J. Kozak, Cleve- 
land Public Schools. After a brief 
welcome by Council President Chan- 
ning R. Mann, an overview was pre- 
sented by William A. Stebbins, 
State University Teachers College, 
3rockport, New York. The after- 
noon session was devoted to ‘‘School 
Physical Education Programs,’’ with 
W. Vernon Gilmore, Salem Public 
Schools, Oregon, as chairman. A 
brief welcome by Clyde E. Cole, New 
York State Education Department, 
was followed by an overview pre- 
sented by Arthur 8. Daniels, Indi- 
ana University. 

‘*School Recreation Programs’’ 
was the topic of the evening session, 
with Frances Kidd, Minneapolis 
Public Schools, serving as chairman. 
George F. Anderson, AAHPER, 
gave a brief welcome and Jackson 
M. Anderson, AAHPER, presented 
an overview of school recreation. 
The Council Banquet was held on 
Sunday evening, with Eldon I. 
Jenne, Portland Public Schools, pre- 
siding. After greetings from Carl 
A. Troester, Jr., Arthur A. Esslin- 
ger, AAHPER president-elect, spoke 
on ‘‘Trends of the Time.’’
